In the Year 1706. Mr Cravke (being then an 
Eminent Tutor) had diſcover d ſome Notorious 
Cheats of the Manciple, a College Servant, of which 
he made his Complaint to Dr Debſox, now Preſi- 
dent, who promis d, if they could be made appear, 
to turn him out; but after undeniable Proof to 
the Manciple's Face, the Preſident Aer 

to reprimand him, and threaten him with the ö 
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of his Place if he ſound him guilty again. 


Not long after Mr Crate (having the Honour 
at that Time to be one of the Senior Proctors of 
the Univerſity) was informed that this Servant kept 
a Notorious Brothel- Houſe, and upon Search found: 
it ſo true, that when he gave the Preſident an Ac- 
count of it, he fell into theſe Exclamations ; 
Notorious Bawdy Honſe | 1 never beard. plaintr7 
Proof in my Life ! Though I pity the Manciple; M 
cannot in Flonour or Conſcience keep bim in; I wi 
tur bim out! And one Morning before he went 
out of Town, he told the Fellows, That he had 
order'd another to keep the Book till his Reture 
and that then he would think of a fit Perſon to 
ceed the Manciple. But Mr Barber, the Vice Pri 
dent, continu'd him during the Preſident's Abſet 
and afterwards prevail'd upon him not to turn him 
out : Upon which Mr Barber being ask'd by one 
of the Pro- Proctors, an Aſſiſtant in the Search of 
this Servant's Houſe, How he could ch 
a Villain? made Anfwer, That he did it in Oppoſts 
tion to Fry (meaning Dr. Fry) and Crank, that 
they might not goyera the College, 6309 
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great Murmurings amongſt the Gentlemen ; the 
Fellow Commoners ſpoke their Minds freely, and 
made their Complaints when cheated ; which was 
1 term'd inſulting the College, and affronting their 
Governors: Severe Penalties were threatned by 
T ſeveral of the Senior Fellows, but chiefly Mr Barber; 
ubo at laſt reveng'd himſelf upon Mr. Xzellys, one 
of the Fellow Commoners, by perſwading the 
Preſident to expel him for laughing at Divinity 
= of which Mr. Barber was Moderator ; 
ſuppoſe, conſciouſly thought the Laughter 

(as well he might) was leveP'd at his Diſtinctions. 


This unheard of Severity very much alarm d moſt 
aol the Gentlemen of that Gown, who to ſhew their
